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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

I) A method for retail checkout comprising updating price and item data into the price 
lookup table as the customer traverses the retail establishment, defined by claims 1-3, 5- 
7, and 50-53. 

II) A method for retail checkout comprising outputting signals from the self-checkout 
station to a POS controller through an interface that formats the signals to mimic signals 
outputted by the conventional POS scanning terminals, defined by claims 4, 25-32, and 
40-44. 

III) A method for retail checkout comprising confirming via a mechanism associated with 
the cart that an item places in the cart corresponds to the item identified, defined by 
claims 8-15 and 54. 

IV) A self-checkout station, defined by claims 17-24 and 45-46. 



V) An RF based self checkout system with a portable RF terminal, base station, and a self 
checkout station, defined by claims 33-39 
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VI) A self-checkout system comprising a portable terminal and a self-checkout station 
with two controllers and an interface, defined by claims 47-49. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
